There  was  also  an  increas,e  in  juvenile  cases 
I  think  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  teenagers 
come  into  the  rural  areas  from  the  surrounding 
towns  and  cities  with  the  idea  that  they  can 
drink  and  so  forth  and  not  be  bothered. 

I  would  like  at  this  time  to  request  of  all 
dog  owners  to  license  your  dogs  before  June 
1st  as  it  is  an  added  expense  to  the  town  to 
have  the  taxes  and  $1.00  penalty  collected  by 
an  officer.  To  avoid  paying  the  penalty  all  dogs 
should    be    licensed   during   the   month    of   April. 

Due  to  the  increasing  population  of  Deerfield 
and  the  developing  of  simimer  camps  and  cot- 
tages around  the  town's  lakes  and  ponds  we 
realized  that  we  are  having  to  answer  an  ever 
increasing  number  of  complaints.  In  order  to 
provide  the  proper  protection  we  hope  that 
the  townspeople  will  see  within  their  means  to 
meet   this   increase   in   the  budget. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  inhabitants  of  Deerfield 
for  their  continued  support  of  the  Police  De 
partment.

REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


The  1970  forest  fire  season  was  a  quiet  one  in  this  area,  quiet  in 
part  because  of  your  continued  cooperation  and  favorable  weather 
conditions. 

Fires  that  did  occur  were,  for  the  most  part,  caused  by  debris  burning, 
children  and  smokers. 

The  elimination  of  these  three  causes  of  forest  fires  would  drastically 
change  this,  picture  —  to  bring  about  this  change  we  make  the  following 
suggestions : 

1.  When  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  a  permit  to  bum  must 
be  obtained  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This  permit  covers 
waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator,  grass  burning,  as  well  as 
garden  trash  and  brush  burning  such  burning  is  restricted  by  regula- 
tion to  prior  to  9:00  A.M.  and  after  5:00  P.M.  with  the  following 
exceptions : 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  permissible  at  any  time  under 
normal  conditions  but  only  with  the  approval  of  the  District  Chief 
and  a  written  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

2.  Fires  caused  by  children  can  be  prevented  only  with  the  complete 
cooperation  of  parents  in  the  supervision  of  their  children,  keep 
matches  out  of  reach  of  children,  this  action  will  help  to  prevent 
fires  and  may  save  a  life,  the  life  of  your  child.  Try  to  explain  this 
to  your  child,  won't  you? 

3.  Forest  fires  caused  by  smokers  can  be  reduced  in  number  by 
the  exercise  of  more  care  in  the  discarding  of  matches  and  smoking 
material  whether  from  a  vehicle  or  by  a  hiker.  In  all  cases,  make 
sure  that  the  butt  or  match  you  discard  is  out,  dead  out.  Smokey 
says,  "Thanks  for  your  help",  and  invites  you  to  join  with  him  in 
setting  a  good  example  for  others  in  the  prevention  of  fires  and 
the   protection   of   our   environment.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

RURAL  DISTRICT  HEALTH  COUNCIL 

January  1.  1970  —  December  31,1971 

During  the  past  year  the  Rural  District  Health  Council  has  been 
providing  visiting  nurse  service  to  the  following  seven  towns:  Northwood, 
Nottingham,  Deerfieldi,  Barrington,  Strafford,  Middleton,  and  New  Durham. 
The  nurses  are  building  up  a  comprehensive  health  program  including 
postpartum  andi  newborn  visits,  immunization  checks,  family  planning 
services  and  direct  nursing  services  ordered  by  the  physicians.  We  are 
hoping  to  expand  our  family  planning  services,  to  establish  Child  Health 
conferences  and  immunization  clinics. 

At  present  we  have  two  part-time  nurses  and  a  part-time  supervisor. 
Because  of  the  geographical  area  and  the  travel  involved  covering  the  area, 
it  is  more  feasible  to  employ  the  two  part-time  nurses  rather  than  a  full 
time  one.  The  administration  and  supervision  of  this  program  is  con- 
tracted  to  the    Portsmouth  Rehabilitation   Center  in   Portsmouth,  N.  H.

The  1970  season  at  Veasey  Park  was  success- 
ful in  that  a  goodly  niraiber  of  the  residents 
of  the   Town   took  advantage  of  the  facilities. 

The  swimming  area  was  enlarged,  a  float 
installed,  a  fenced  off  area  in  the  water  estab- 
lished for  the  little  non-swimmers,  the  picnic 
tables  remade,  the  Red  Cross  provided  for  a 
swim  program.  Due  to  a  better  ditching  system 
the   loss  of  beach  sand  was  minimal  this  season. 

The  sticker  contributions  were  significant  and 
much  appreciated.  It  is  hoped  that  with  these 
funds,  as  a  beginning,  futiu-e  improvements, 
such  as  beach  and  parking  enlargements,  can 
be  accomplished   in  the  future  as  needed.

STATEMENT  OF 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  past  year  has  seen  some  problems  created  by  the  adoptiMi 
of  zoning  by  the  town  but,  in  the  main,  most  have  willingly 
abided  by  the  requirements  and/or  the  decisions  of  the  officials 
charged  with  the  responsibilit>'  under  zoning.  Some  have  not  and 
at  the  present  time  the  town  lawyer  has  two  cases  with  written 
instructions  to  take  whatever  legal  action  is  necessary  to  effect 
comphance;  in  each  of  these  cases  it  would  be  the  removal  of 
unauthorized  mobil  homes. 

AU  property  in  town  is  now  associated  to  the  tax  map  with  the 
changes  that  have  been  noted  and  are  now  in  the  proc-ess  of  being 
corrected  this  map  will  give  the  town  a  valuable  and  viable  in- 
strument with  a  relatively  high  degree  of  accuracy.  This  should 
be  of  great  benefit  to  the  town  in  the  years  ahead  as  it  is  main- 
tained and  updated  with  particulai-  reference  on  growth. 

The  town  is  growing,  although  to  what  extent  is  difficult  to 
determine,  as  the  official  census  sets  the  population  at  1,178  and 
the  town's  own  census  sets  the  figure  at  1,298.  This  discrepancy 
has  led  to  several  months  of  interesting  communications  with  the 
result  that  in  December  it  was  orally  indicated  that  someone  from 
the  Boston  office  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  would  check 
their  list  against  the  town's.  However  in  January  a  letter  from 
Congressman  Wyman  contained  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Department 
of  Commerce  to  the  effect  that  the  two  lists  could  not  be  recon- 
ciled due  to  the  fact  they  took  their  census  April  1,  and  the 
town  took  theirs  as  of  June  30.  Many  people  have  indicated  to 
members  of  the  Board  that  they  were  never  contacted  for  the 
official  census  and  because  certain  classes  of  people  were  not 
taken  we  believe  that  the  town's  census  is  more  accurate. 

The  tempo  and  requirements  of  town  business,  for  all  elements 
of  town  government  including  appointed  Boards  and  Commissions, 
is  increasing  with  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  almost 
certain  to  be  weekly  in  the  very  near  future.  This  means  that  con- 
siderable time  and  study  is  going  to  be  required  to  consider  the 
needs  of  tlie  future.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Advisory  Bxidget 
Committee  may  be  useful  in  this  endeavor. 


An  article  for  reassessment  of  town  property  is  being  included 
again  this  year.  This  will  give  all  voters  an  opportunity  to  express 
themselves  on  the  vital  iisue  of  taxation  as  all  should  be  concerned 
that  this  burden  is  equitably  applied. 

All  town  accounts,  not  at  our  request,  were  audited  by  the  State 
Tax  Commission  during  October  and  November  with  a  complete 
report  and  statement  promised  in  time  for  the  town  report.  A 
letter  in  January  and  a  telephone  call  February  2,  elicited  the 
information  that,  due  to  a  shortage  of  clerical  help,  this  report 
will  not  be  available  for  several  weeks. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  who  work  on  various  appointed 
Boards  and  Committees  as  these  people  represent  participatory 
government  at  its  best.  The  town  also  wishes  to  acknowledge,  be- 
latedly, the  gifts  of  tables  and  curtains  to  the  town  hall  by  the 
American  Legion  Auxihary. 

Elsewhere  in  this  report  is  a  table  showing  the  town's  share 
of  the  tax  dollar  for  the  past  several  years.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  it  has  declined  successively  in  each  of  these  years.

10.  To  see  if  the  School  District  of  Deerfield  will  authorize 
the  School  Board  to  sell  or  lease,  to  the  best  advantage  of  the 
School  District,  a  portion  of  the  land  obtained  from  Mr.  Robert 
Boehmer,  to  the  Hoague-Batchelder  Post,  American  Legion.  The 
area  not  to  exceed  four  acres  and  bounded  on  the  north  by 
Raymond  Road  (route  107)  and  on  the  west  by  Candia  Road. 
It  is  to  be  further  understood  that  should  the  Hoague-Batchelder 
Post  and  its  unit  cease  to  exist  or  othei-wise  no  longer  require  the 
use  of  the  property,  the  land  and  whatever  buildings  that  have 
been  erected  shall  revert  to  the  use  and  ownership  of  the  Deer- 
field  School  District,    (by  request) 

11.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  authorize  the  expenditure 
of  $5,000.00  for  a  music  director.  This  director  to  work  part- 
time.  The  director  would  formulate  a  music  program  including 
chorus  and  band.  This  director  would  make  possible  private  in- 
strument lessons  at  the  school. 

12.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  authorize  the  payment  of 
High  School  tuitions  in  excess  of  the  State  Average. 

13.  To  act  upon  any  other  business  which  may  properly  come 
before  this  meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF 

SCHOOLS 


Having  been  your  Superintendent  for 
a  very  short  time  I  am  unable  to  report 
on  past  accomplishments  but  will  offer 
some  observations  on  what  appear  to  be 
most  pressing  problems  and  suggest  some 
alternative  solutions. 

Housing  is  the  most  urgent  problem  in 
most  Districts.  We  should  closely  examine 
new  methods  of  construction,  such  as  pre- 
fabricated and  pre-engineered  buildings, 
concrete  slab  buildings  and  portable  class- 
rooms and  compare  them  with  the  more 
traditionally   constructed   schools. 

Curriculum  revision  must  be  constant. 
Our  schools  must  place  more  emphasis  on 
those  pupils  who  complete  their  formal 
education  in  the  public  schools.  Study 
and  evaluation  can  show  which  courses  are 
relevant  to  the  1970's  and  which  should 
be  scrapped  or  changed. 

The  structure  of  the  school  must  be 
scrutinized  as  to  its  effectiveness  in  each 
area.  Campus  type  schools,  open  concept 
schools,  team  teaching,  mini-courses  of 
short  duration,  humanities  approach  and 
other  innovations  can  bring  education  alive 
to  the  disinterested  child. 

By  1973,  State  minimum  standards  must 
be  met  by  all  schools  in  the  State.  They 
are  too  long  to  reproduce  here  however 
several  copies  are  available  at  the  Super- 
intendent's office  for  loan.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

This  has  been  a  most  difficult  and  try- 
ing year.  The  lack  of  space  at  the  school 
has  created  many  problems  for  the  children 
and  teaching  staff.  Children  have  been 
forced  to  sit  in  rooms  without  ventilation 
combined  with  a  high  noise  factor.  This 
situation  has  made  it  next  to  impossible 
to  teach.  Teachers  have  found  it  exb'emely 
difficult  to  instruct  under  these  conditions 
and  they  have  often  become  discouraged. 
Students  that  have  their  own  classrooms 
find  this  situation  deprives  them  of  all 
extra  curricular  activities,  such  as  music, 
plays,  educational  TV,  assemblies,  and  all 
audio-visual  programs. 

All  classes  at  the  school  continue  to  grow. 
As  of  now,  it  looks  like  we  will  have  to 
divide  the  fifth  and  second  grades  next 
year.  This  would  mean  two  grades  each 
for  sixth,  fifth,  second  and  possibly  the 
first.  With  (2-B,  3-B)  continuing  as  one 
class,  we  would  need  thirteen  classrooms 
next  year.  In  the  present  plant  we  would 
have  only  eight  classrooms. 

Early  this  year  we  opened  our  new  school 
library.  This  has  been  a  great  asset  and  is 
in  constant  use.  It  was  a  three  year  pro- 
gram, but  all  books,  records  and  filmstrips 
have   been    cataloged.    Over    one   hundred 


books  a  week  have  been  taken  out  by  the 
students.  The  library  is  manned  by  volun- 
teer help  with  the  assistance  of  our  teacher 
aides. 

We  have  a  new  program  for  children 
with  reading  difficulties.  The  teacher  aides, 
under  the  guidance  of  several  teachers, 
have  been  working  with  these  children 
several  hours  each  week.  This  program 
has  proven  very  successful. 

We  would  like  to  introduce  a  Readiness 
room  next  year.  This  room  would  be  for 
those  children  entering  school,  but  not 
ready  to  cope  with  academic  work.  That 
is  for  those  children  who  need  to  develop 
certain  skills  before  attacking  academic 
work.  Children  for  readiness  would  be  se- 
lected by  a  pre-school  testing  program. 
These  children  would  spend  one  year  in 
readiness,  then  go  on  to  regular  first  grade. 

Next  year,  we  hope  to  offer  all  children 
a  limited  physical  education  program.  This 
program  will  be  conducted  at  the  school, 
if  space  allows,  and  at  the  Community 
Center. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  volunteer  work- 
ers, teachers  and  staff  for  their  excellent 
support  during  this  year.  A  special  thanks 
to  a  hard  working  School  Board  for  their 
assistance  and  support.

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A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE 

BOARD  OF  EDUCATION  OF  THE 

TOWN  OF  DEERFIELD 

This  is  a  message  we  know  most  of 
our  fellow  town's  people  will  read  with 
mixed  feehngs.  It  is  not  our  intent  to 
paint  a  rosy  picture  complete  with  won- 
derful accomplishments.  It  is  our  feeling 
that  elementary  education  is  the  MOST 
IMPORTANT  phase  in  a  person's  life.  To 
quote,  "as  the  twig  is  bent  so  the  tree 
is  inclined".  Think  it  over,  folks,  this  is 
all   too  true. 

We  would  further  like  to  remind  all 
you  good  people,  particularly  those  with 
children  in  school  or  ready  to  enter  school, 
that  your  child's  habits,  both  moral  and 
physical,  are  molded  and  perpetuated  dur- 
ing the  early  years  in  the  home.  Your 
school  is  only  an  aid  in  this  field.  To  put 
it  bluntly,  whether  your  child  is  a  de- 
linquent or  a  rising  star  depends  upon  the 
parents.  Your  school  can  only  assist  you  in 
guiding  your  child  in  the   right  direction. 

Guidance  of  school  children  depends  a 
great  deal  upon  our  teachers.  Some  people 
would  have  you  believe  that  any  teacher 
can  do  the  job  as  long  as  she  has  a  degree 
and  can  baby-sit  for  six  hours  a  day.  Others 
would  have  you  believe  that  any  teacher 
is  OK,  as  long  as  she  does  not  allow  may- 
hem in  her  classroom  or  does  not  rock  the 
boat  in  the  parent-teacher  relationship.  No- 
thing is  further  from  the  truth.  We  sin- 
cerely believe  the  good  people  of  Deer- 
field  want  the  very  best  education  possible 
for  their  children.  To  have  this  we  must 
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have  good  teachers.  It  is  our  belief  there 
is  no  substitute  for  experience.  An  ex- 
perienced teacher,  one  that  will  do  the 
job  required,  cost  money.  We  firmly  be- 
lieve we  have  a  fine  staff  at  the  George  B. 
White  School,  one  of  the  finest  in  the 
state.  Any  flaws  in  this  staff  are  in  the 
process  of  being  corrected  by  our  able 
administrating  principal,  Mr.  Champion. 

As  for  our  principal,  we  have  in  this 
man  an  able  and  dedicated  educator  and 
administrator.  We  realize  that  people  with- 
out children  in  school  could  care  less,  ex- 
cept as  it  affects  their  pocketbook.  One 
member  of  our  board  has  a  friend  in  educa- 
tion, in  a  like  position,  and  he  is  receiving 
twice  our  principal's  salary  and  that  com- 
munity feels  the  salary  is  reasonable. 

Folks,  too  long  the  Deerfield  School  Dis- 
trict has  been  the  training  ground  for  other 
school  districts  future  teachers.  Who  suf- 
fers from  such  a  system?  You  do  and 
our  children  do.  Don't  forget,  whatever 
your  age,  someday  you  will  want  someone 
to  remember  you.  Today  you  raise  and 
educate  children  without  a  sense  of  direc- 
tion or  obligation,  tomorrow  you  will  have 
the  same  kind  of  remembrance. 

We  are  not  asking  for  staff  or  teachers 
with  doctor  degrees.  We  want  able  dedi- 
cated, sincere  teachers  and  staff  that  can  do 
the  job.  We  have  these  people  within  our 
school.  They  have  experience,  the  experi- 
ence that  is  priceless.  They  are  dedicated 
and  they  are  working  at  salaries  far  below 
those  of  surrounding  communities. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  hectic  one  in 
many  ways  but  we  have  survived  and  we       I 


feel,  as  a  board  of  new  members,  we  have 
accomplished  a  great  deal.  Many  of  these 
accomplishments  are  not  apparent  to  those 
outside  of  the  educational  system.  We 
fully  realize  there  are  a  few  who  critize 
just  for  the  joy  of  being  a  critic.  These 
same  people  offer  nothing  constructive  or 
positive.  We  will  blow  our  own  horn  for 
we  know  it  is  only  human  nature  for  peo- 
ple to  be  long  on  criticism  and  short  on 
praise. 

We  are  presenting  a  new  building  pro- 
gram at  the  March  School  District  meeting. 
There  will  be  several  other  important  ar- 
ticles in  our  warrant.  It  is  our  hope  that 
this  building  program  and  these  articles 
meet  with  your  approval.  We  realize  the 
taxpayer  will  take  a  hard,  long  look  at 
anything  new,  but  remember  we  are  tax- 
payers also.  For  those  people  who  hark 
back  to  the  minor  costs  of  education  in 
the  one  room  school,  remember  this,  you 
could  buy  a  new  car  for  $300.00  in  those 
days,  a  huge  salary  for  a  teacher  was 
$500.00  to  $700.00,  and  a  pound  of  butter 
sold  for  170.  Times  change,  and  like  it  or 
not,  we  have  to  change  with  the  times.  As 
the  need  rises  so  will  the  costs. 

Your  wants  and  desires  related  to  the 
field  of  education  are  foremost  in  our 
mind.  We  are  striving  to  satisfy  each  of 
you.  We  believe  we  are  making  some  head- 
way, slowly  but  surely,  and  at  rock  bottom 
cost  to  the  taxpayer. 

It  is  odd  how  quick  we  are  able  to 
mortgage  ourselves  for  a  new  car,  TV  set, 
boat,  snowmobile  or  other  items,  but  how 
hard  it  is  to  face  the  tax  bill  with  the  same 
enthusiasm.   This  tax  is  to  pay  for  things 


taken  for  granted,  the  upkeep  of  our  end- 
less roads,  our  good  police  chief,  who  is 
called  anywhere  and  everywhere  any  hour, 
our  fire  department,  one  of  the  best  in  the 
state,  and  always  the  largest  item;  your 
school  district,  striving  to  educate  the  young 
folks  of  this  community  on  paid  baby-sitters 
budget.

The  only  bad 
feature  is  those  of  us  who  only  go  to  hear 
the  music  have  to  pay  just  the  same  as 
the  others. 

In  all  seriousness,  your  school  board 
feels  we  have  a  school  system  that 
will  be  second  to  none  and  at  present  is 
head  and  shoulders  above  some  schools 
in  the  state.  We  ask  your  help  and  support 
in  offering  our  children  an  opportunity  for 
a  good  education.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEERFIELD 

SCHOOL  DISTRICT  FACILITY 

COMMITTEE 

One  of  the  principal  problems  inherited 
by  the  present  School  Board  from  its  pre- 
decessors was  the  requirement  for  ade- 
quate facilities  for  a  growing  school  popu- 
lation. To  assist  the  present  School  Board 


with  investigation  and  determination  of  re- 
quirements to  satisfy  the  needs  of  the 
School,  the  Board  appointed  William  E. 
Sanbom  as  Chairman  to  head  a  group  to 
examine  the  schools  needs  and  make  rec- 
ommendations to  the  Board  and  District. 
In  the  appointment  of  the  new  group,  a 
selection  representing  a  cross  section  of 
the  various  local  economic  groups  was  at- 
tempted. The  native-bom,  the  new  citizen, 
the  young  family,  the  retired  fixed  income, 
the  new  businessman  starting  on  his  own, 
the  craftsman  and  the  higher  income  brack- 
ets were  all  included.  The  majority  were 
picked  for  a  conservative  background. 

Early  meetings  of  the  group  with  the 
School  Board  identified  the  areas  requir- 
ing investigation  and  estabhshed  the  ac- 
tual needs  of  facilities  for  educational  pur- 
poses. Early  meetings  verified  that  a  very 
definite  problem  existed  at  the  George  B. 
White  School  in  lack  of  suitable  classroom 
space.  However,  a  review  of  the  over  all 
requirements  for  the  education  of  the  dis- 
trict children  indicated  that  classroom 
space  for  grades  9  through  12  was,  in  fact, 
in  as  much  jeopardy  as  grades  I  through 
8.  With  the  consent  of  the  School  Board, 
the  study  group  divided  into  two  conmiit- 
tees.  One  to  study  and  make  recommenda- 
tions for  expansion  of  the  George  B.  White 
School  covering  grades  I  through  8  and 
the  other  group  to  study  and  make  recom- 
mendations relative  to  the  secondary  edu- 
cation or  grades  9  through  12.  This  report 
will  highlight  the  activities  of  the  two 
areas. 

1.  Secondary  Education  Group  —  Ro- 
bert A.  Stevens  as  Chairman  working  with 


George  Clark,   Len  Burritt  and  Anna  Mc- 
Intyre. 

Since  the  demise  of  the  Deerfield  Acad- 
emy many  years  ago,  the  children  of  Deer- 
field  have  been  able  to  choose  about  any 
approved  secondary  school  to  further  their 
education.  The  School  District  has  been 
libel  for  the  tuition  to  the  receiving  school. 
Raymond,  Coe-Brown  of  Northwood,  Man- 
chester Central  and  Memorial,  Pembroke 
and  Concord  have  provided  the  majority  of 
the  Deerfield  students  with  their  secondary 
education.  However,  the  changing  times 
now  finds  New  Hampshire  the  fastest  grow- 
ing state  in  population  in  the  Northeast. 
Most  of  the  school  districts  within  the 
state,  especially  in  the  Southern  portions, 
are  now  facing  requirements  for  expanded 
facilities.  Many,  to  stave  off  the  ever  rising 
cost  of  new  classrooms,  have  ceased  to 
accept  tuition  students  from  outside  the 
Town  or  City.  Concord  is  an  example  of 
this  type.  Other  schools  have  entered  into 
consolidated  or  area  concepts  with  other 
towns  near  them.  Under  some  of  these 
area  contracts,  students  from  outside  the 
area  no  longer  received  in  the  school.  Pem- 
broke is  an  example.  The  Deerfield  School 
Disb-ict  presently  has  a  contract  vdth  the 
Manchester  Schools  to  receive  our  students 
at  Memorial  High  through  1972.  If  this 
contract  can  be  renewed  is  uncertain.  Some 
imply  that  Manchester  may  be  willing  to 
renew.  However,  there  are  indications  that 
Manchester  may  soon  close  its  doors  to  our 
students.  Example!  Manchester  made  known 
to  the  Town  of  Auburn  if  a  "Half  Way" 
house  was  established  in  Auburn  that  Man- 
chester could  not  receive  extra  students 
from  Auburn;  Example:  Bedford  and  Hook- 
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sett  are  discussing  the  possibility  of  estab- 
lishing a  cooperative  secondary  school  be- 
fore the  two  towns  are  cut  out  of  the 
Manchester  system.  These  are  but  a  few 
of  the  indications  of  the  condition  of  Man- 
chester schools.  Raymond  High  School  is 
still  educating  a  majority  of  our  tuition 
students.  How  much  longer  is  a  very  mute 
question.  Raymond  has  a  very  serious  prob- 
lem of  over-crowding  between  the  primary 
and  secondary  school.  Bond  issues  for  ex- 
pansion have  twice  been  voted  down.  Dou- 
ble sessions  appear  to  be  the  present  solu- 
tion for  Raymond.  How  soon  the  receipt  of 
tuition  students  wiU  be  suspended  can  only 
be  conjured.  At  present  the  only  secondary 
school  in  our  area  with  no  crowding  prob- 
lems is  Coe-Brown  of  Northwood.  The 
Coe-Brown  trustees  have  met  with  the 
Deerfield  group  and  present  indications 
are  that  Coe-Brown  can  take  between  50 
and  60  of  our  secondary  students  before 
becoming  overcrowded.  Continued  study 
wiU  be  made  relative  to  our  secondary 
students. 

2.  Primary  Education  Group  —  James 
Alexander  as  Chairman  working  with  Shir- 
ley Lamothe,  Irene  Shores,  Roger  Greeley 
and  John  Williams. 

The  study  of  the  elementary  facilities 
started  with  a  resume  of  all  previous  actions 
and  a  guided  tour  of  existing  instructional 
areas.  Three  areas  presently  being  used 
were  found  to  be  totally  inadequate  for 
school  room  purposes.  These  areas  may  be 
observed  in  the  basement  of  the  original 
building.  In  discussions  held  with  the 
school  administration,  including  the  Su- 
perintendent, uncovered  was  the  fact  that 
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the  present  area  (land  owned  by  the 
District)  and  sewage  disposal  that  was  in- 
stalled during  the  summer  of  1970,  would 
support  up  to  500  students.  When  the 
student  population  excedes  the  500  level, 
the  School  District  will  be  required  to  ex- 
pand into  a  much  larger  system  and,  to 
meet  environmental  requirements  estab- 
hshed  by  the  state,  a  sewage  disposal  plant. 
Further  study  found  that  the  existing  fa- 
cility could  be  enlarged  to  meet  all  State 
Board  requirements  by  the  addition  of  8 
rooms  containing  a  minimum  of  900  square 
feet  of  floor  space  in  each  plus  a  library 
area  of  at  least  1800  square  feet.  Mr.  Luce, 
who  had  worked  with  the  previous  study 
committee  and  School  Board,  was  con- 
tacted. Mr.  Luce  met  with  the  group  and 
presented  several  less  expensive  lay-outs 
than  the  $400,000  accepted  by  the  School 
Board  of  a  year  ago  but  turned  down  by 
the  voters  of  the  District.  Mr.  Luce  pro- 
vided some  prospective  lay-outs  that  would 
cost  but  one  half  of  the  plan  presented  the 
year  before  and  met  all  the  state  and  school 
requirements.  Further  study  was  conducted 
by  the  group  with  the  assistance  of  your 
present  School  Board.  The  next  presenta- 
tion was  made  by  a  representative  of  the 
Trapper  Brown  Company  of  Plymouth.  The 
proposed  building  was  a  pre-engineered,  all 
metal  construction  and  could  be  erected, 
ready  for  occupancy  for  a  cost  between 
$160,000.  and  $170,000.,  a  considerable 
savings  from  the  cost  of  brick,  block  and 
concrete  construction.  Soon  after  the  second 
proposal  was  made,  a  public  meeting  was 
held  at  the  Town  Hall.  Both  proposals  were 
presented  to  those  attending  and  the  con- 
sensus of  those  present  was  for  the  group 
to  continue  study  in  the  area  of  pre-engi- 


neered buildings.  The  Tinkham  Industrial 
and  Development  Corporation  from  Lon- 
donderry has  since  made  a  presentation 
to  the  group.  They  represent  another  pre- 
engineered  building  and  expect  to  be  able 
to  provide  the  School  District  with  a  com- 
plete building  containing  8  rooms  plus  the 
required  library  space  in  a  range  of  $150,- 
000.  to  $160,000.  The  group  feels  that  the 
pre-engineered  concept  will  meet  all  the 
School  District  requirements  up  to  the  500 
student  level.  Four  of  the  eight  projected 
rooms  is  a  present  "must".  This  will  move 
the  three  classes  out  of  the  sub  level  condi- 
tions of  the  basement  and  allow  for  the 
splitting  of  the  oversized  fifth  grade.  This 
move,  in  turn,  allows  for  the  restoration  of 
the  basement  to  its  original  intended  use 
for  lunches  and  assemblies.  The  group  re- 
jected the  proposed  idea  of  adding  a  large 
recreational  or  gymnasium  area.  There  is 
no  state  requirement  at  present  for  such 
an  area  and  considering  the  present  in- 
debtedness of  the  District  due  to  the  last 
addition  to  the  building,  the  additional 
$100,000.  to  $125,000.  plus  furnishings 
could  not  be  justified. 

We,  of  the  committee,  acknowledge  the 
help  and  assistance  that  has  been  provided 
by  the  School  Board  and  by  Mr.  Champion, 
the  school  principal,  who  have  spent  many 
hours  with  the  groups.  We  feel  that  we 
will  have  presented  to  the  voters  of  the 
Deerfield  School  District  a  plan  to  elim- 
inate the  overcrowded  condition  of  the 
George  B.  White  School  at  the  lowest  pos- 
sible cost.  Although  the  proposed  addition 
will  not  be  of  similar  consti'uction  to  the 
existing  school,  the  engineers  have  assured 
us   that  by   the   proper  use  of  colors   and
